Ed board hikes fees at Idaho colleges

POST I'ALLS — The state Board of Ed- 
- iicatiim has adopted student fee hikes of 
up to 10 [H-Tcent at Idaho’s universities 
and IxMvis-Clark State College during the 
ne.xt scliofil year, hut raised the prospect 
of free-/ing fees next year. 

•‘If you are going to get to the iMiiioin 
of tlie prohlein, you have to use drastic 
measures," board member Jerry Hess of 
Nampa .said Friday, suggesting the honni 
develop a hmg-term fuudiug strategy 
with laivmakcrs and use freezing fees as 


the stick to drive it. 

Under proposals adopted iinanimou.sly 
by the IxKird. fees for in-state, full-time 
undergraduates will increase from $810 
to $88<t per semester sit tlie University of 
Idaho and from $739 to $813 per 
semester at Ix-wis Clark, starting this fall.

Study rejects 
concern over 
day care 

WASHINGTON (AT) — 
D;iy care doesn't iturt or lielp 
children's attachment to their 
mothers, according to a gov- 
ernment study released Sat- 
urday. 

The National Institute of 
Citild Health ami Human De- 

monilHild children taken care 
of by relatives or put in day 
care centers maintained se- 
cure bonds to their mothers. 
The results were announced 
at a conference on infant stud- 
ies in Frovideiice, R.I. 

The study’s findings are at 
variance with earlier re.search 
that suggested diildreii in day 
care are not as attached to 
tlieir mothers as ciulciren with 
stay-at-home moms. Re- 
searchers took into account 
how sensitive mothers were 
to their children, something 
oilier studies haven’t done. 

Children in low-qiiality day 
care, those shuffled between 
different care arrangements 
and children in outside care 
more than' 10 hours a week 
may be more likely to have 
troubled bonds witli their 
mothers.

Hopkins said. "We’re going to see nothing 
but increased use in the field." 

The Peiitagoti invested $5 hillion in 
the satellite network and expects to 
spend iiifoiher $5 billion by the end of 
the decade. GPS was championed in the 
Golf Wiir and helped rescue Air Force 
Capi. Scott O'flrady. who grew up in 
Sjmkane. after he crashed in Bosnia- 
llenregoviiui. 

Using small, portable receivers Ki pick 
up satellite signals, CPS operators can 
pinpoint their ItH-aiions anynvhere in the 
work! under any weather conditions. 

By measuring how- king it lakes the 
radio signal to travel to a satellite and 
back, the device can calculate latitude, 
longitude, altitude and the distance on 
a jouniey.

Insects may he found in one (|uadrani 
and not in the others. Until now, a 
farmer needed a good memory or mark- 
ers to figure to keep it ali siraiglit from 
year to year. 

"In Minidoka County, we had a weed 
that can really slay production.” 
Hopkins said. “Every year we put out 
our flags tir fluorescent paint on the var- 
ious markers, and people always 
destroyed our markers. 

“Nmv.wecan get hack in iheiuea with 
our CPS device and we don't have to 
spend time searching around," he said. 
"We ciui punch a button, do a search ami 
say, 'Yc% there's that weed." 

South-central Idaho suffers from sug- 
arbeet root maggot. Using a GI’S loca- 
tor and u soil conservation computer 
program, researchers can study how the 
maggiil populations wax and xvane. 
That leads to better predictions on how 
quickly the pest got around. 

Farmers spend ihoii>HUids on fertilizer, 
hut some zones may not need a full dose. 
For example, recultivated land that has 
been fallow under the federal, 
-eonscrvnrion-RBsen*e-Pro^m-pri>l)al>ly- 
necds fesver applicaiionv fliaii acres 
which have been under the plow for, 
years. 


‘"ITie gnnver can map it out," Hopkins 
said. “We have companies in the area 
which are putting fertilizer down with 
GPS today.” 

Late blight liaminered Idaho pota- 
toes last summer, the ejiidemic spread- 
ing from southwestern Idaho to 
Hopkins’ area. The costs of applying 
chemicals to fight the blight xvill run 
hundreds of dollars per acre this year. 
So determining just how many acres 
are affected and needed treatment will 
be economically vital informaiion this 
growing season. ' 

Global positioning devices run from 
six figures for airline use to just a cou- 
ple of hundred dollars for units used by 
iiikers. Gibbons said the ones fanners 
rely on nin alMiui 51,000 and are accu- 
rate down to about three yards. 

But the federal government wants to 
ease constraints imposed on the satel- 
lite signal for military purposes so that 
commercial monitors tire even more 
accurate. 

Hopkins admits he is a little mistnist- 
fiil of electronic devices, especially if 
they replace the kitids of face-to-face 
interchanges his job creates with farm- 
ers in tile Magic Valley.

Part uf our job, after all. is to help 
create and maintain “well-rounded* 
ness” in our children'.s lives. If we 
see a gap, we have every right to fill 
it — if our children won't take the 
initiative to do so. 

Oftentimes, a teen-ager's reluc- 
tance to get involved in something 
is based on ina<le<|uaie informa- 
tion. misperception, or the un- 
founded fear that he or she won’t

Both men will try any scientific 
methods tiiey can to link ancient 
cities and expand knowledge of 
the complex and sophisticated 
Mayan civilization.

mid that Folan excavated only two 
years ago. Hansen gazed at a liny 
peak on the horizon 26 mile.s away

Folan, discussed scheduling at- 
tempts to communicate between 
the pyramids at their respective 
sites.

In 1990, King pr«)vcd Own: is 
a mutated gene for eorly-onvet breast cw< 
cer. which strikes before age 50 and kills 
lltousands of women in America each y ear. 
About 600, (XX) women in (he U.S. carry 
the gene, acconling to one nrpoa King had 
been struggling to confinn her hypothe-

blamed on a single gene — for 17 years. 

Giving up was never an option. ‘The 
reason I stayed with it was twofold." ex- 
plains the 5()-ycar-old genetic researcher 
at her bustling lab at the University of 
Washington in Seattle. "It's an cnor-' 
mously intriguing problem in a purely 
scientific way — and it mattered to me." 

How did King feel in 1994. when a 
competing rc,scarch team pinpointed the 
precise location of the gene, now known 
a-sDRCA I? She responds: "We said. 'Oh, 
my God. somebody cl.se found the gene.' 
then we went in the next morning and did 
the next experiment. The next experi- 
ments arc absolutely obvious. You have

WORK HARD 

W hen Marsha Evans joined the 
Navy in 1968. the newly mint- 
ed college gnidu.ntc had no idea 
what to expect. "It w.is a leap into the 
abyss." she recalls in u crisp but kind nuin- 
ner. In her 28 years of service, she has 
campaigned to open all ships and comb-tt 
positions to tiU Navy personnel, regardless 
of sex. and has held positions once con- 
sidered "for men only." Today Rear Adni. 
"Marty" Evans is the first woman super- 
intendent of the Naval Postgraduate 
School in Monterey. Calif,, and the high- 
est-ranking woman in the U.S. Navy. To 
what docs Evans. 48. credit her rise to the

of brown and green, is available in a wide 

variety of products— shccLs and blankets

Ikea and other stores across America. 

"1 usually have a one-year plan, a ihtcc- 
ycar plan and a five-year plan." says Fox. 
•‘If you don't have a p»l. you arc just tread- 
ing water. You have to know where you're 
going — or at least what you're intending." 

TAKE RISKS 

A s a college student at Dillard Uni- 
versity in New Orleans and later at 
Harvard. Ruth Simmons' pursuit 
ofa master's degree and a doctoniie in ro- 
mance languages raised doubts about her 
common sense. "There were no African- 
Americans doing it at the time." recalls 
the Smith College president. "I knew that 
I would be an oddity— and that there also 


good possibility that I wouldn’l be 
able to gel a job in my field.” 

Similarly, when Simmons was asked to 
direct the African-American slutlies pro- 
gram at Princeton University in 1985. 
friends warned her away from the posi- 
tion. fearing that she would be typcca.st 
within academia. "Most prapte tedd roe it 
would ruin my career." Simmons notes. 
Convinced there was important work to 
be done, she look the position and brought 
in leading African-American teachers, 
such as the scholar Cornel West and the 
novelist Toni Morrison, who won a Nobel 
Prize in 199.^. Under her aegis, the pro-

ccmncciion between breast cancer and ge- 
netics. herhypo^sis was summarily dis- 
missed.

Yet King slogged on for nearly two de- 
cades. “1 think dwre arc two keys to being 
creatively |Woduciivc." says King. "One 
is not being daunted by one's fear of fail- 
ure. The second is sheer perseverance." 

••Fear of failure is the fuel of achieve- 
mcfu." says Ruth Simmons. "If you weren’t 
ofraid to foil, you probably wouldn't he 
highly motivated to work ui Ihe level that 
most of us have to work at to do well." 

KNOW YOUR PRIORITIES 

R uth Simmons was delermined to 
pick up her young daughter from 
school every afternoon. So her col- 
leagues at Princeton University expected 
Simmons to take her lunch hour at 2 p.m. 
—even if it meant .she would be late for a 
meeting or would miss it altogether. For 
the divorced mother of two. the solution 
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gram became a model for other colleges. 

"If you are the kind of person who lis- 
tens to conservative advice, you may do 
okay in life, but you probably won’t ever 
be a fantastic leader." Simmons says. 
"You have to take risks, and you also 
have to go against conventional wisdom, 
because conventional wisdom tJoesn’t^ 
make for starlUng advances in society.” ' 

FEAR FAILURE— 

BUT DON’T GIVE UP 

I n graduate school. Mary-Clairc King's 
experiments never seemed to pan ouL 
And when she began exploring the 


to balancing career and family was to make 
flexible hcxirs a jd> requirement: If a po- 
sition didn't offer it. she'd find another. 
"Define your terms." Simmons advises, 
"and tty to end up in an environment dial 
will allow you to woik under those terms." 

Simmons' commitmcnl to her children 
did come at a price. Her career chugged 
along on the slow track for a time. Still, 
she sees no great liability. "Remember, 
women live much longer — their careers 
arc much longer." Simmons notes. "It is 
possible when you arc in your late 40s 
to take olT in u career that' s fabulous. Tlie 
key is to maintain your skills. Make sure 


that you're constantly learning, when 
you’re able, come into the workforce in 
a leadership role." 

HAVE THE COURAGE OF 
YOUR CONVICTIONS 

I n 1986. MJiishuEvun.s found hcrsclfin 
an uncomrortablc position. As the 
battalion officer responsible for 750 
midshipmen at ihc U.S. Naval Academy 
in Annapolis, she was troubled by what 
she saw. "It was very clear to me that 
women were not treated on a fair and 
equal basis at the academy." she says. 

She could have ignored the inequities. 
Instead. Evans resolved to confront the 
problem head on. The result; the first 
comprehensive study of women at any 
of the service academies. 

Evans headed a study on die progress 
that women had made at Ihc N:ival 
Academy from 1976 to 1986. From this, 
some recommendations were adopted. 

But when a supportive supcrinicndcni 
anti others, including Evans, left Annap- 
olis. the study was shelved — and. with it. 
many of the recommcndaiioas for reform. 
Then, in 1989. Ihc academy erupted in a 
scandal: A female midshipman hud been 
cltaincd to a urinal during a hazing incidenu 
raising troubling questions about sexual 
huTissmcni and discrimination at Annap- 
olis. The top brass dusted off Evans’ 
study, and the wheels of change creaked 
into motion. "The rest is history." notes 
Evans. 'The Naval Academy is drumui- 
icully dilTerent from what 1 found in 1986. 
Women arc a key pan of the brigade, " 

Her groundbfwiking work at Anmipolis 
was further recognized when the service 
ordered a compreheasivc study of women 
in the Navy in 1987. Evans was asked to 
play a pivotal role in iltai inquiry. Because 
of Iter courage to cltallenge the status quo, 
she ha.s emerged a.s a consistent voice of 
reason— and a respected one— on issues 
relating to women in the Navy. 

YOU CAN’T DO IT ALONE 

A s Ruth Simmons prepared locnicr 
Dillard University on u scholur- 
sliip. she hud little more than in- 
telligence. ambition and the clothes on 
her buck. Until, that is. one of her teach- 
ers combed through her own closet to 
outfit the young woman for school. It was 
neither the first nor the only time that 
teachers and family memben. hud given 
of themselves to transform Simons' life. 

— AncnriSTtnheii i tha t Simm uns ■ a ttributes- - 
her success. "I had no way of repaying 
them— the only thing I could do wjls to 
show them that their efforts were well- 
placed." says Simmons, who recently es- 
tablished a scholarship at Dillard in the 
name of her high school drama teacher. 
Vcrncll Lillie. 

The truth is that behind every suc- 
cessful person there are plenty of peo- 
ple — role models, nxtntori and colleagues. 
iLs well as friends and family members — 
who offer everything from support to val- 
uable advice or even distractions from 
the workday ctudlcngcs. As Rear Admiral 
Evans is quick to point out: "Nobody gets

THE MASONITE CLASS ACTION 


W HEN A TROOP OF 13 
8-ycar*old Brownies pjuntcd a 
sycamore sapling nearly a 
decade ago in their hometown 
of El Segundo. Calif., their goal 
was simple. "We had used pa- 
per plates on a camping trip and 
wonted to give something hick." 
explains Sabrina Alimahomcd. 
now 17. 

Today. "Marcic. the Mar- 
vcloiLs Tfw” (so named by the Brownies) is 40 feet 
..mil, the 13gii1s have become young women, and the 
organization they started— Tree Musketeers, a non- 
profit program mn exclusively by young people— 
ha.s grown beyond all expectations. Its exp^ding em- 
pire includes a telephone hotline started in 1990. a^ 
bimonthly periodical called' Cr«sjrr>dM Youth' 
Manazinr. with SO.OOO readent. and an informal net- 
work culled Partners for the Planet, which consists 
of about 6 million youths and adults from nonprofit 
organizations, government agencies and corponitions. 
How did a small group of girls with a passion for 
planting trees spark an environmental movement? 
Tree Musketeers was begun with the aim of pluming 
enough trees to create a "pollution barrier" around 
El Segundo. The town is an enclave of single-fami- 
ly homes with u huge refinery to the south and an im- 
posing sewage-treatment plant to the west, process- 
ing wa.sic from 3 million residents in nearby Los 
Angeles. As if that weren't enough, the town lies in 
the shadow of the Los Angelas International Airport, 
one of the world's busiest. 

"We wanted to focus on something that we could 
do ourselves to improve the situation." explains Tam 
Church. 1 8. The tree project took hold. "I remember 
feeling empowered." says Sabrina Alimahomcd, "like 
could plant the whole world with trcc.s." In the 


le years since Sabrina and Tara founded the 
Musketeers, the group has planted more than 700 
trees in the community and has inspired other young 
people to plant thousands more throughout Southern 
California. 

Tree Musketeers also opened El Segundo's first 
recycling center. The girls pitched the idea and ted 
the committee that wrote the town's waste-manage- 
ment plan. They also created "Memory Row." a grove 
of more than 100 trees on u strip of land owned by the 
utility company. There. residenLs can commemomte 
loved ones. In return for a SlOO donation, a tree is 
planted accompanied by u small plaque naming the 
honored individual. *fhc donations support the 
Memory Tree Program.

on program called Tree Sliinipcn. 
lien, in 1993, they created and spon* 
)fcd the first Youth Summit of envi- 
mmental oeganizations. "The orguni* 
ion just snowballed.” says Tara 
urch. 

The 1 99S Youth Sum^t drew about 
IX) young people reprinting scores 
f neighborhood environmental groups 
round the country. ''Before the youth 
iimmits, we hud always worked 
lotic.” says Tammy Smith. 17. who 
lined Tree Musketeers in 1 990, three 
curs after It started. She is now the 
~ up's president and an editor of 
•\smots Youth Mafioiine. “Wc met 
undreds of kids who all wonted the 
imc things wc did. it opened up a 
hole universe for us.” 

Tree Musketeers has received many 
ccoliidcs for its work. The County of 
os Angeles acknowledged the group's 
ffort-s with an Award of Honor. It has 
cen hailed by the State of California, 
c Department of the Interior and even 
White House. On Earth Day 1994. 
ru Church accepted a Volunteer 
ciion Award on b^alf of the group 
om President Clinton in a Rose 
arden ceremony. 

At a sqxuaic event on that same day.

Escaped Panther Misses His Mother 

B ill Brent — the Bluck Panthpr who hijacked a plane 
to Cuba in 1969 rather than face trial for his role in 
u shootout that left two San Francisco police ofneers 
seriously wounded — told me a few weeks ago that he’d 
return ti'Oic U.S. if he could, but *it wouldn’t be wise 
Id ro back und let them pul me in the penitentiary.’* 
“I’d like to be able to sec my mother In Oakland, 
who is very ill, and do the things sons do with Ihclr 
mothers,” added Brent. “I can’t help hut fed bad about 

that.” An for his actiorLS 27 years ago, Brent said: 

..... w. ‘I -don’t regret having been a Black Panther. If I had It to do 
today: over again. Pd probably do something different, but I’d do It.” 

‘ After the hijacking. Brent s-pent two years In a Cuban jail, then 

to return toiled in tlic sugar-cane Helds and at a soap factory. He graduated 
to U.S. tbc University of Havana, was a teacher nnd then became o 

broadcaster for Radio Havana, using the name Bill Beaumont. 

Brent is now 65. retired and living in Havana. I met him at the 
Hotel Nucional in that city to talk about his new autobiography. 
Long Time Cone, just out from Times Books. Brent decided to 
tell his own story after books were published by two other old 
Panthers — David Hilliard, the fomicr chief of stafT of the militant 
black group, and Elaine Brown, who took over the Black 
Panthers after her lover. Huey Newton, fled to Cuba in 1974. 

Bill Brent is one of 91 Americans in Cuba today who fled the U2>. 
to avoid prosecution or jail. Among the most wanted is Robert 
Vesco. a swindler and suspected agent for the Soviet bloc, who was 
jailed by Castro last May after 13 years of political asylum. And 
there’s Joanne Chesimard, a co-founder of the Black Liberation 

JerseV state trooper, she escaped in 1979 andwas granted political 
asylum in Cuba, where she is now a poet known os A.ssata Shakur.
